£590,000 AWARDED ON A 
CLAIM OF £7,181,000, 


Mr. Justice Lawrence yesterday delivered his 
award as arbitrator in the proceedings between 
the Marconi Wireless.Tdegraph Company and 
the Postmaster-General. He awarded the Mar- 
coni Company £590,000 upon claim for 
damages for breach of contract im connection 
with, the construction of an Empire chain of 
wireless stations. The breach of contract had 
been admitted by the Attorney-General on he- 
half of the Crown, end his Lordship was merely 
required to assess the damages due to the com- 

y. The company claimed that they were 
entitled to £7,181,000, based om the contract 
provision that they should receive royalties 


from the stations for the full contract period 
of twenty-eight years. The Crown, on the other 
hand, contended that the damages payable to 
the company amounted to only about £50,000.
